He made a Deer 
celebrating the Lord's- Day inftead c 
Jewiih-Sabbath* In his time the fli 
mous General Council of tf/ftagainft 
the Heretick was proclaim'd by him, 
confided of 318 Bifhops.

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THESE Three Arcb-Bifliops (Eborius 
Arch-Bifhop of Tork, Refill *t us Arch- 
Biihopof London, and Addfbius Arch-Bifhop 
of Caer.Leon in Walts) were fenc out of 
'Britain, so the Council of Arks in France. 

"TTAlentinian theFirft being Emperor, (ends 
V his Deputy Theodofius into Britain, to 
oppofe the Invafion of the Pitls and Scots. 
He was a great Favourer of the Chriftians, 
and forbad Idolatrous Sacrifices by Nighr, 
and reftor'd to the Churches rheir former 
Privileges, Liberties and Poflcflionsi which 
the other Emperors had Sold. 

This Tbeodojius had one Rival in the Peoples 
Aj&dions, who was VaUntinus, a Ptrfon ex- 
rreamly and generally belov'd. Whether 
the Afic&ion our Hlani once bore to this 
Valentine, was the occafion, that People (till 
affc& to call their belov'd Friends by this 
Name, is uncertain, and may only ferve for 
want of a better Conje&ure. . 

MArJmus, a Spaniard by Birth, and now 
General of the Roman Armies here, 
being difcontented thatTJwdoJtus was prefer'd 
before him to the Empire, aflumes the Impe- 
rial Purple, and with the Power and Strength 
of Britain paflesintoFr**tt; there flays Gran' an 
the Emperor, and m 5 Years time obtains his 
part of the Empire, but at length was over- 
thrown by Tbeodojius. By this means the 
South of- Britain , being cxhaufted of her 
Youth, and what there was of the Raman i 
Soldiers drawn off, Britain btamt \^\t>\ 
I to Savage Jnva/ions, of. Scot* from \Vrc. ln\\\ 
L A 3 St** 
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Seas, of Saxons from the German, and of 
PiBs from the North. 

The Britain* being thus left without the 
Prote&ion of the Roman Empire, were fore'd 
for many Years to fuftain the violence of 
rhofe barbarous Invaders the PiBs arid Scots. 
At laft they fent to the Romans for affiftance ; 
whereupon Bomrius the Emperor fpares 'em 
a Legion, which with great daughter of the 
Pi&s and Scots repuls'd 'em for a time. 

But as the Legion was return'd, thefe 
rroublefom Invaders came on again in great 
Numbers, flaying and depopulating all be- 
fore 'em. Whereupon the Britains fent again 
to their Friends the Romans, and by their 
Affiftance at length, put a flop to the Inflat- 
ing Foe, with many feafonabk Defeats, and 
the Scots return Home, and the PiBs began to 
fettle in the utmoft Parts of the Ifland, 
(bmetimes making Inroads upon the Britains. 

Thus were they feveral times reliev'd by 
the Rowans, who at their laft coming help d 
'em to Build a Stone- Wall from Sea to Sea 
between England and Scotland, and fo left 
'em to defend themfelves. This Wall is (till 
Famous and Confpicuous in many Places, 
both in Cumberland and Northumberland, 'twas 
8 Foot broad, and 1 2 Foot high, call'd the

Grimtislst (who a lirde before had been 
Chancellor of P*rw) ficft read his Scholafti- 
caj Lecture in this firft College, in the pre* 
fence -of King Alfred and his Nobles.

His Father was 
Jtfery Plant aginct, Earl of Anjou % Tourain, 
and AAi/ff, which French Provinces became, 
in his own Rifht, fubjeft to the Crown of 
England; as did alfo the Dukedom of AquU 
tain* in the Right of Eleanor his Wife : To 
which adding the Dukedom of Normandy, 
England was then pofleft of the bed part of 
France, but with an Homage to that Crown. 

He refumes fuch Crown-Lands as had 
been alienated, or corrupted. 

In the North of England, the King re- 
cover'd to the Englifh-Crown Cumberland 
and rVeftmorland, which had been above 
200 Years fubjeQ to the Scots. 

Coaches firft us'd in England. 

Thomas Becket being made Arch-Bifliop of 
Canterbury, f after having at firft refos'd) 
now took the Oath of Allegiance to King 
Henry npon the Pope's Perfwafion. 

Afterwards, having feveral .times oppos'd 
the King, was at length Condemn'd as a 
Traytor, and Murder'd in the Church of 
Canterbury, 

The King (contrary to the Cuftom of 
rAis Kingdom) makes his Son Prince Henry 
Partner with himintVieGo^iwwDaw^ ^tso 
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I was now Crown'd King, and had Homige 
paid him by the Nobility. Bat he quickly 
afterwards Died. 

The City of Leiceftir was Burnt by the 
King's Command, the Walls and Caftle 
ras'd, for Difobedience. to the King.

King Henry concluded a Peace with

By the Confent of his Parliament he di- 
vided the Kingdom into Six Circuits, and

each of them, to keep their Aflizes, and by 
the Verdift of Twelve Men, to pun i ft* 
Offenders with the lofsof a Leg or Banifli- 
ment ; Hanging and- putting to Death , 
being then thought too fevere Punifhments. 

He kept a famous Concubine (Rofamund, 
Daughter of Walter Lord Clifford) in a La- 
byrinth at his Palace at Wbodftock 9 but being 
difcover'd by his Queen Eleanor flic was 
Poifon'd by her, and Buried ax G«d|kv» 
Nunnery near Oxford* 
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King Henry II. Died. A Prince of ad- 
mirable Parts, and the greateft of all the 
Chriftian Princes in his Time* 




King RICHARD I. 

FO R his Courage Sir-nam'd Cswr it 
Li&n, born at Oxford, fucceoded his 
Father) and was Duke of Normandy, Quyen, 
and Aquitain. 

Upon his Coronarion-Day f 3d &pftiisk) 
was a great daughter of the Jtws'm London, 
who coming to offer their Prefcnts to the 
new King, were fet upon by the Mob, to 
the lofs of their Lives and Eftates ; and the 
example of London was foUow'd by other 
Towns, as Norwich, St« Edmu*ds-B*ry t Lin- 
coln, Stamford, and Lynn. 

About this time were thole famous Rob* 
bers and Out-Laws, Rakin Had, and Little 
John. 

King Richard Marries the Lady Bertnguela, 
Daughter to the King of Navarr, and goes 
jto the Holy-Land> having fold fome oftfac 
Crown-Lands to raife Money for that Ex- 
pedition. In which Voyage he took the 
tflands of Sicily and Cyprus. And at his ap- 
proach to 7 trufaUm took 3000 Camels, and 
4000 Horfes and Mules from the Turks, and 
all the Carriages with their rich Spoil. 

King Richard was taken Prifoner at Vienna, 
in his return from rhe Holy-Land, and 
fore'd to make a Peace with Saladine y the 
Emperor of the Turks, for Three Years, 
and for his Ranfom delivcr'd up his King* 

___ ^ doxn 
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dom to the Emperor, and promis'd to hold 
his Kingdom oft him at the Yearly Tribute 
of 50000/. 

King Richard return'd into England afrer 
he bad been in Cuftody a Year and Sii 
Months* And Toon after, to nullify the 
Resignation he had made to the Emperor, 
caus d Jiimfelf to be Crown'd again ; Re 
(lores Ac Crown-Linds , caufes a New 
Broad-Seal to be made, and all Evidences 
to be new-feal'd, by which Devife, and 
feveral other Methods of Extortion, he 
drain'd great Sums of Money out of his 
Subjefts and impoveriih'd them. 

After this he made War with France, and 
having obtain'd a great Vifiory over the 
French, at Gyfm, Not We flays he) but 
DIEU ET MON DROIT, i.e. GOD 
and our R IG H T has obtain'd this Viftory. 
Ever fince tlie Kings of England have made 
it their Motto. 

- Afterwards a Peace was concluded be- 
tween England and France. 

King Richard Died. 



%]OHN 

SUcceeds his Brother Richard, to the 
Prejudice of Prince Arthur, Son of 
Jrferj Plantagintt , Elder Brother to Earl 
John, who was the next Heir of Courfe. 

He divorces his Wife Avis, Daughter of 
AffarfEarl of Glouctficr, only for being of 
Kin to him in the third Degree ; and, by 
Advice of the King of Frame r, marries ifabtl, 
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Daughter and Heir to the Earl ofAngoulefm 
Affianc'd before to Hugh L'Brun, Earl ol 
March* Which created a War between Kinf 
John, and the Earl, and the King o£ France 
and Prince Arthur join'd with the Earl 
Bat King John totally routed them, and 
took Prifoners Prince Arthur, and the Earl 
the Baren of Poitfou, and 200 Knights and 
Officers. m 

Prince Arthur dying, or fas fome fay] 
being murder'd in Prifon , King John wai 
fummon'd to anfwer for his Death, in the 
King of Frances Court, but not making his 
Appearance, he was condemn'd to lofe the 
Dutchy of Normandy, which his Anceftors 
had held 800 Years* 

King John, either through his Negligence, 
or the Revolting of his own Officers, if 
wholly difpofeft of Normandy, and all bi^ 
other Provinces in France. 

Hubert Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury dies, 
and John Gray> Bifhop of Norwich, is defied 
by King John to the See of Canterbury. But 
this Eleftion is oppos'd by the Pope, who 
choofes another, Stephen Langton, a Cardinal, 
but a Native of England. King John refuting 
to admit him, he and his whole Kingdom 
is Excommunicated for two Years : All Sa- 
craments ceafe , but Confeffion, Extreme 
Unftion, and Baptifm of Children: The 
Dead are put into the Earth without a Prieft 
or Prayers, and nothing done relating to 
Religion. 

King John laid a Tax of 100000/. upon 
his Clergy, for fiding with the Pope againft 
him : With which Money he redue'd Wales 
(that had Rebell'd; to his Obedience, and 
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cakes 28 Children of the beft Families, for : 
Pledges of their future Subjection Which j 
fa id Children he caufed to be Hang'd not I 
long afterwards, upon the Report brought , 
him, of certain poor Welch Mountaineers ' 
committing fome little Robberies upon the 
Borders.

King EDWARDI, 

Succeeded his Father King Henry. 
His firfr Parliament (in which, as fome 
fay, the firft Statutes were made) freely 
granted him the Fifteenth of all their Goods, 
both Clergy and Laity ; and yet for all this, 
he diminim d the Ecclefiaftical Powers and 
Jurifdi&ions, (which in conjundion with 
the Temporal Lords, were grown too ftrong 

Ifor'rhe Monarchy ) depriving many famous 
Monafteries of their Privileges, and taking 
from*he Abbot and Convent of Wcfiminfter, 
fhe ftefflrn of Writs, granted them by the 
Charter of his Father, King Henry III. 

King Edward got the Statute of Mortmain 
to be enaded, to hinder the Encreafe of 
their Temporal PofTdfions, which Statute 
was to prohibit the giving away Lands 
to any Corporation , without the King's 
Content. 

King Edward redue'd Wales % and united 
it to the Crown of England. In which Bat- 
tle LewcSin (the laft of the Welch Princes) 
was (lain, and his Head, Crown'd with Ivy, 
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fet upon the Tower .of London ; H 
ther David's, likewife, was fet up 1 
and his Brother's four Qjiarters fenc 
Cities, Briftol, Northampton, Tfrrk, ar 
chefter (the firft Execution of this 
in England). 

King Edward eftablifhes the Gove 
of Waia according to the Laws of Er, 

King Edward goes into France, uj 
dee of the Death of King Philip III, 
new Conditions with his SucceiTor 
iV. To whom he does Homage fo 
tain. 

After a Tedious, and Expenflve ^ 
of three Years and a half, he retur 
England to fupply his Treafury. 

King Edward banifh'd 15060 Je 
of England, making all their Goods 
care* 

He likewife laid great Fines uf 
Judges, ?nd other Minifters, for the 

ruption: TheSrr. . '~*'wM 
them was 236000 Marks. 

About this time, Duns Scotus, of 
College, in Qxfird, (callM Doftor S 
preach'd ag?.Vnft the " ' ■■' r "fiV|paS W 
againft Tranfubftantiarion. 

Not long after this Alexander III, 
of Scotland, dying, great Contention 
between the Lords, Baliol and Bruj 
fhou'd be King; but King Edwara 
diofe Arbitrator between them, gav 
the Lord BalioVs fide, who was accoi 
Crown'd King, and did Homage c 
Edward for his whole Kingdom. 

After this* the new Scotch King : 
to fhake off bis Homage again, he 
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Kingdom were all Conquered by King Ed- 
ward ; and King Baliel took Prifoner, and 
fenc to the Tower of Lendon. 

The Sects not long after* falling into a 
frefh Rebellion, were again fubdu'd by King 
Edward, with the daughter of tfooo of 
their Men. 

Now King Edward haring Peaee at Home, 
marries the Frtuch King's Sifter, by which 
means there was a firm Peace concluded be- 
tween England and France. 

An Aft of Common-Councils That Pro- 
vision fliou'd be fold at fuch and fuch Rates, 
as a fie Cock for Three-Half- Pence; a fat 
Capon for Two-Pence-Half-Penny, a Goofe 
Four-Pence, &e. 

The King's Palace at Weflminfier, with 
the Buildings of the Monaftery adjoyning 
to it, were all burnt 

King Edwardl. died. He was a Generous, 
Military and Ambitiouj Prince. 
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HI S Son, fuccccdcd him. 
He marries IfabeUa, Daughter to 
Philip IV. King of France; with whom he 
had, for a Dowry, Gamut, and the County 
of Pent hi en. 

The Order of the Knights Templers, be- 
ing grown very Vicious, is confpir d againft 
by the Princes of Chrlftendom, and Can- 
demn*d in the General Council at Vienna, 
which was the fifteenth General Council, 
Clement V. being Pope. 
2_5 . King* 
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King Edward was Unfoceefsful in his 
War with Scotland, and was at laft forc'd 
co conclude a Peace with that Kingdom for 
two Years. 

He was Unfortunate likewife in his 
Affairs at Home: The Nobility preffing 
him, without intermiffion, to leave to their 
Mercy 1 his Favourites, Gaveftm, and the 
Spencers, which the King refuting to confent 
to, they fell into open Rebellion. 

Was a very great Famine in England. 

King Edward was Depos'd by the Parlia- 
ment, and fore'd to refign the Kingdom to 
his Son Edward (which was the firft Ex» 
ample of Depofing a King of England). Six 
Months after his Depofition, he was mifer- 
ably Murder'd.at Barclay Caftle, by Tbmss 
Gourny, and Sir John Mattravers* Bifhop 
Tarleten, Bifhop of Hereford, promoting if, 
and preach'd upon this Text, 2 Kings 4. 19. 
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JEagEDWARD III. 

13*7 TTIS Son, fucceeded him. He was King 
n of England, Lord of Ireland, and 
Duke of Aquitain. , 

He married Pbiliffa of Haynault, and his 
Sifter married -David Bruce, Prince of Scrt> 
land* 

He concluded a diflionourable Peace witt 
rhe Scots, and quitted all his Claim to the 
Sovereignty of Scotland. 
1318, I* "* ********** (Earl of March, the Queen* 
Mother's favourite) was Condemned, and 
Executed at Tyburn, for procuring the lati 
I King's Murder, &c. Did 
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Died Charles the IV. King of Fnw c# , by 
whofe Death the Crown of chat Kingdom 
devolv'd to Edward ill. King of England, in 
the Right of his Mother Jfabel, who wai 
Daughter to Philip the Fair, and Sifter to 
Charles IV. who died without Iflue. 

But the French pretending that by the 
Salique Law, no Woman cou d Inherit the 
I Crown of France, they advanced the Bro- 
ther's Son before the Daughter's Son, and 
Crown'd Philip de Valois , calfd Philip VI 
Notwithftanding this, King Edward purCud 
his Title.. 

About this time were great Commotions 
in Scotland; Edward Bali$l making preten- 
tions to the Crown of Scotland, againft D/i- 
<vid Brute, the prefent King, was affifted by 
King Edward III* During which Commo- 
tions > the Englifh recovered Berwick upoa 
Tweed, and in one Battle kilJ'd 7 Earls, 90 
Knights and Baronets, 400 Efquires, and 
about 31000 private Soldiers, as bur Wri- 
ters fay, 14000 as their own affirm : With 
the lofs of but one Knight, and ten other 
Englijb. Whereupon Edward Baliol did Ho- 
mage to the King of England, for the Crown 
of Scotland, as his Father, John Baliol, had 
done to King Edward I. 

WiUiam Occam (call'd Doftor Invincibilis) 
of Merton College in Oxford, wrote againft 
Pope John, and Pope Clement, affirming 'em 
to have no Power over Civil Magiftrates. 

The Ifle of Man was conquer'd by William 
Mont acute, Earl of Salisbury, who thereupon 
was honour'd with the Title of King of 
Man. Which Ifle was before in the Hands 
of tht Scots. 
I D 3 Km« 
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King Edward took upon him the Title o 
King of France, and had the Flower de Lace 1 
of France quartered with the Lions of Eng 
land, and undertakes an Expedition in* 
France ; entirely routs the French Fltet, nea 
Sluys, and defeats 30000 Men; enters Franu 
and burns and fpoils the North Parts o 
France, as far as Turwin. 1 

King Edwardlnftituted the Noble Order 
the Garter. The Occafion of which,was no 
(as 'tis vulgarly believ'd) any Feminine In 
ftitution, but proceeded from a more ftUri 
Caufe, viz. ( as Monfieur de Cbefne lays, 
to Honour Military Virtue withfomeGlo 
rious Favours and Rewards. To whon 
agrees our Learned S el den, and Dr. Heylit 
The Garter being an Emblem of Unity am 
Society. And the Title of Knights of th 
Garter, is (as fome report, fays Cant. 
deriv'd from the King's own GartcV,L> 
for the Word in a Battle that proved Sue 
cefsful. 

King -Jkward III. (with his Son Edwan 
the Black Prince} enter'd Nermandy with i 
great Army, and both there, and in Ptcardj 
took a great many Places from the French 
advancing Vi&orioufly almoft as far as tbi 
Walls of Paris. And in a Battle near Crejjf 
in Pieardy , the Englijb kill'd 2 Kings, : 
Dukes, 7 Earls, and 1 500 Barons, Knights 
and Men of Arms, and about 30000 privat< 
Soldiers* But of the Englijb not one Mai 
of Note, or Quality was (lain. The Frevc> 
were 60000 ftrong, and the Englijb bu 
30000. 

Much about the fame time, King Davit 
o{ Scotland, enter'd Eng land, with an Arm; 
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of 60000 Men, to make a Diverfion in be- 
half of Franco, but was defeated, the great- 
eft part of his Army being flain, at N*viT$ 
Crofsi ncufDurkam, and himfelf taken Pri- 
soner, by John Copland Efquire, and fent to 
the Tower of London, where he was coo- 
fin'd for 1 r Years. 

Was fo great a Plague in England, that in 
one Year there was buried in London 50000. 
And there fucceeded a miferable Famine, 
and Murrain. 

Doftor Orutn of Oxford, preach'd before 
Pope Urban* at Rome, condemning the Pa- 

I" pacy ; and wrote the Epiftle from Lucifer 
to the Clergy, thanking them for fending 
fo many Souls to Hell. 

<**&*fl 3d. King Edward took the City of 
Calais, which he fill'd with Engli(h Inhabi- 
tants: And it remain'd in the Pofltflion of 
etie Crown of England 210 Years after. 

Edward, the Viltorious Black Prince, en- 
countered John, the French King, in a Battle, 
near PoitJisrs, the Prince hl/ing the odds 
of fix to one. In which Aftion Prince Ed» 
ward took Prifoners, King John and Philip 
his Youngeft Son, the Arch-Bifliop of Sens, 
10 Earls, and 2000 Knights, Efquires, and 
Gentlemen; and kill a $i Lords, 1700 
Knights, Efquires, and Gentlemen, and 6000 
private Soldiers. 

At laft, after King Edward III. had over- 
ran the greateft pin of France, a Peace was 
concluded, by the mediation of the Pope, 
on thefe Terms, f That England, befides what 
it had before in Franco, ihould be put in

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Another Famous Scholar of McrtonCoWege, 
was Vr.JValter BurUy (call'd Dr. Perfpicuus ) 
this was King Edwards Tutor. 

By a Charter of Edward III. The Chan- 
cellor of the Univerfity of Oxf$rd t and in 
his abfence the V ice-Chancellor, has this 
I latitude of Power,That the Mayor of Oxford 
is to Obey his Orders, and in all Affairs of 
Moment (tho' concerning the City it felf) 
the Chancellor (or Vice- Chancellor ) is Su- 
perior to him. And 'tis an Yearly Cufiom, 
Ion the loth of February, being the Day of 
ScMafiica , for the Mayor and 62 of the 
Chief Citizens, to folemnly pay. each a 
Penny at St. Mary* Church, in token of 
their Submilfion. Which fmall acknow- 
ledgment was a mitigation obtained of the 
Univerfity, in lieu of a great Fine laid 
upon them, for an Outrage committed by 
the Citizens, in the Reign of Edward III. 
againft the Perfons and Goods of feveral 
Innocent Students. 

In this King Edward the Third's Reign, 
Money became fo fcarce among the Trading 
People, that a Fat Ox was fold for a Noble, 
a Fat Sheep for one Shilling, a Quarter of 
Wheat for two Shillings, &c. 

King Edward III. founded an Abby near 
the Tower ; another at Deptftrd : the King's- 
HaU in Cambridge for poor Scholars ; an Hot 
pital in Calais : SuStepkn's Chappel at W$- 
minfter, with the Endowment of 300/. a 
Year to it: Augmented the Chappel at 
Windfor, and Provisions there for Church- 
Men, and 24 Poor Knights, &c.

Common Soldiers, whereof 36 were kill'd 
by theKing's own Hand : And on the King's 
Side were (lain the Earl of St s ford, Ten 
Knights, and feveral Efquires and Gentle- 
men, and about ?co Common Soldiers.

which were unnecefTarily confum'd, and 
wou'd maintain 150 Earls, 1500 Knights, 
6200 Efquires, and 100 Hofpitals for maim'd 
Soldiers. Out by the Courage of the Arch- 
fiifhop of Canterbury, and the King's care 
of the Church, their Motion had no cfFed.

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I And now there was a new Confpiracy a 
gainft King Henry, the chkf of whic 
were Henry Riercy Earl of Northumberland 
diehard Scroop Arch-Bifhop of Tork, Them* 
Mowbray Earl-Marfhal, the Lord Hafiing 
Falconbridge , and Bardolf, &c But the 
were all defeated : The Arch-Bifliop an 
EarUMarfhal were beheaded at Tork, Tfa 
Lord Hafiings and Falconbridge executed 1 
Durham : The Earl of Northumberland, an 
Lord Bardulf fled into Scotland, whereupo 
King Henry took Berwick by battering dowj 
a Tower in the Wall, with a Great Gur 
(the firft that was us*d in England) an 
other Caftles belonging to the Earl of Nw 
thmmberland* which made them prefentl] 
yield without Compofition. 
1407. A great Plague in England, that deftroy' 
30000 Perfons in London, and Multitude 
in other Places. 

Prince Henry having liv'd a Diflbluti 
fort of Life, when be was a Young Scholai 
of Qtteens ColIege 9 Oxon, and fearing led 
thereby he fhoii'd incur his Father's Difplea 
fare, went to him one Day in a very fub 
miflive Manner , vowing Amendment 
Life for the future, having Cloath'd him 
fclf after this Manner , in Blew Satin 
wrought with Eylet- holes of Black Silk, a 
every Hole the Needle hanging that mad< 
it, and about his Arm a thing like a Hound 
Collar, ftudded with S.S. of Gold, and thi 
Tyrots of the fame Metal ; which brough 
up the Cuftom and Fafhion of Perfons 
Quality, wearing the Collar of S.S. upoi 
all Publick and Solemn Occasions. 
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The King to make an Atonement for 
promoting the Murder of his Firft Cou fin, 
King Richard, refolv'd upon making War 
againft the Infidels that opprcftthe Chri- 
ftians in the Holy-Land ; which the Popes 
of thole Times declared was a (efficient Ex- 
piation for any Crime whatever. 

But whilft he was making Preparations, 
he was feiz'd with a fit of Apoplexy, and 
Co Died.

King HENRY V. 

ELdeft Son of King Henry IV. fucceededi 
and was King of England and France, 
and Lord of Ireland; to whom the Lords 
of the Realm fwore Homage before he was 
Crown'd ; an Honour never done before 
ro any of his Predeceflbrs. He? was One of 
the moft Valiant Kings the Englijb ever had. 
He chofe none but Worthy Men for his 
Counfellors. He us'd every Day after 
Dinner, for the fpace of an Hour, to re* 
ceive Petitions of the Oppreft, and with 
great Equity redrefs their Grievances. 

About this- time, Sir John Oldcafile, Sir* 
Rtger Jcfon, and 28 more, were Hang'd 
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and Burnt in Smitkfield, for maintaining 
Dr. WickHjfs Opinions, 

Some of the moft material of which were 
That the Subftance of Bread and Wine re- 
mains after Confecration in the Sacrament

At a Parliament held at Leicefter, a Com- 
plaint being made of the exorbitant Tem- 
poralities of the Clergy, i io Priories Alien 
were Suppreft, and their Lands given to 
the King. 

King Henry lays claim to the Crown of 
France t deducing his Right from Ifahl f 
Daughter to Philip IV. Married to King 
Ed». JL from whom it defcended in a direct 
Line to King Henry, whereupon, inftead of 
the Semi de Luces \ he quartered the Three 
Flower de Luces whole in his Arms, as the 
King of Prance then bore them. 

KING Henry made a Defcent into 
France, with 1 50 Sail of Ships, and 
30000 Soldiers, and makes Harflew the firft 
Eflay of his Fortune** which was quickly 
furre ndred to him, and the Duke of Exeter 
made Governor of it; wha left,. as his 
Lieutenant there, Sir r jthn Falftaf, with a 
Garrifon of 1 500 Men. 

From thence be continued his March, till 
became to Jgin-CQurt, in Pic*rdy t where 
he Fought that Memorable Battle, call'd by 

that 
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chat Name* la the which the French were 
5oooo Strong, the Englifb but 15000. Of 
the French were (lain of Princes, Noblemen, 
Knights and Efqutres 1000, and of Private 
Soldiers 10000, and as many Prifoners as 
exceeded the Number of the Conquerors, 
fo that the King ordtr'd them to be kill'd, 
left they fliou'd rebel. Of the Englifh were 
(Iain only a of Note, the Duke of York, and 
the Earl of Suffolk, and two Knights, and 
500 Common Soldiers, fome fay but %%• 

King Henry returns into England. 

In the mean while the French befiege 
Harfiew ; upon which King Henry fends his 
Brother the Duke of Bedford, &c. with 200 
Sail of Ships, who fell upon the French Fleet, 
funk 500 French Veflels, and took 3 great 
Carricks of Genoua ; relieved Harflew, and fo 
fore'd the French to raife the Siege. In this 
A&ion many Thoufands of the French were 
kill'd* Which was fo great a Blow to 
France, that it was not able after this to 
hold up againft the Englifb, but at lad the 
whole Kingdom by degrees fell into our 
Hands. 

KING Henry t with feveral of his Dukes 
and Earls, and an Army of 15518 
Fighting Men, took Shipping at Port/month, 
and upon the Firft of rfaguft landed in Nirr- 
niandjy near the CaftJe of Tongue, and Be- 
(ieg'd ir, and on the 9th of Juguft it fur- 
rend red to him. At uhich time, the Earl 
of Salisbury took the Caftle of Iberville, 
which KingHenry gave to him and his Heirs, 
being the Firft Land that the King gave in 1 
Frame* 
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After this King Henry went to Can 
took it. Thence to Corfife Caftle, whl 
3 Days furrendred, and fo afterward! 
Alanjon, Fayles, and Argent tn. The I 
of Clarenct, took the City of Baytux, 
Duke of Gloucefier the City of Byfmx.

KING Henry took the ftrong Ci 
Roan, and made the Inhabitants f 
Allegiance to him. 

During the King's flay at Roan, the 
of Salisbury took in Hanfiew, Munfter d< 
Hers, Ewe, and New-Caftle. The Duk 
Clarence took fernon and Naunt ; and 
Earl of Warwick, la Roche Guym. 

A Marriage between King Henry V 
the LadyCiifW/w^theKing of Fn 
Daughter, was Solemnized. 

At the fame time a Peace was concl 
between England and France, in which : 
agreed, That King Henry V. fhould b 
titled Heir of France, and that afrei 
Death of King Charles, the Crown of/ 
tiiould remain to K\ng Hinrj tu&.Yos'' 
for ever, &c.

Thus was the Salique Law of Prance vio 
latcd, and the Male- Heir put by his Sue* 
ceffion. And therefore, 
m 4. In order to fecore the new Eftabliihment, 
by the Dauphin's utter Extirpation, K. Henry, 
with the Frtncb King, (with James King of 
jtctfs, who was newly arriv'd, the Prince of 
Orange, 20 Eirls, 4; Barons, with Knights, 
and Gentlemen, and an Army of Enrlijb, 
French, Setts, Dutch, and others, confuting 
of 6ocoo) march'd towards the Dauphin, 
purfii'd him from Place to Place, and took 
feveral great Towns from him, and then 
went to Paris § where the Articles of Peace 
were again folemnly Ratify 'd, by an Aft of 
the three Eftates of France Aflimbled. 

All things being thus Legally fettled, 
Kinc Henry began to extrcife nis Regency,

THE onlylffiie of KingHnwy' 
yet Scarce 9 Months Old) fucc 
his Father. 

He prov'd a Weak and Union 
Prince, and, by his ill Managemen 
what his Father had got. He was prod 
King of Frante at Parit, after the De. 
c*W« VI. who died 53 Days after 
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! Henry. In opposition to him, the Dauphi 
was Crown cl King at Puttiers, and called 
Charles VII. 

A Fight between the Earl of Salisbury % 
and the Conftable of France^ at Cra- 
vant, in Burgundy. In which on the French 
fide were kill'd 1800 Knights and Gentle- 
men of Note, be fides 3000 private Soldiers; 
and the Conftable himfeif, with 2200 others 
were taken Prifoners. On the Englijb fide 
2000 kill'd. 

After this, the Englijh took MontaguiUtn, 
and the two Itrong Caftles of Cswcy, and 
L'R$che. 

ANother Fight between the Proteftor 
of England, and the Duke of Alanfin. 
at VerrniU, in which the Englijh again got 
the Honour of the Day 9 having kill'd of the 
French $ Earls, 2 Vifcounts, 20 Barons, and 
above 7000 French, and 2500 Sc$ts, lately 
arriv'd, taking the Duke of Manfon himfclf 
Prifoner, with 200 Gentlemen, befides pri- 
vate Soldiers 

After this the Earl of Salisbury takes the 
ftrong Town of Hants, St. Sufan, the Fort 
St* Bernard 9 and marches into Anjm, where 
he perfbrm'd fuch Heroick Aftions, as made 
his Name Terrible through the whole Con- 
fines of France. 

When the Conftable of France had befieg'd 
St. James, in Benjon, with 40000 Men. the 
Garrifon confuting but of 600 Englijb, being 
driven to Extremities, made a Vigorous 
Sally, crying out a Salisbury I a Salisbury \ 
Which very Name fo terrified the French, 
1 thatl 
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PArit, (which hid been 17 Yi 
Pofleflinn of the Bagtijh) ar 
many other Cities, did furrender t 
to the French King. Yet did the 
Humphrey Duke of GUutefier, belt 

of Burgundy before Calais, making 

vock in Flandits, Artiis, and Hm'tii 
brave Lord 7>/tar likewife, and rh 
Smnerfet, and Lord WiUwghby, did 
able Mifchief to the Fi-tnch.

KING ftw-jwas married to 
Mtrgaret , the Daughter 1 
Duke of Anjoa, and Ltrrttin, whi 
one Penny to her portion. Upoi 
clulTon of this Match , Atijtu < 
were reftor'd to the Fnnih, which 
Fences of the Dutchy of Norm: 
this Match prnv'd very Unhappy : 
this the King's Friends defertcd hi 
began at Home and'Abroad, ma 
fandsofhisSubje&skiNM; his I 
ftroy'd; the King liimfelf Depoi't 
Murdered, and the Queen feat 
Dif grace. 
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The Duke of Gfafc4br (commonly callM 
The Good Duke Humphrey) for plainly deliver- 
ing his Mind againft the Queen's Marriage, 
is remov'd from his Prote&orflup, accus'd 
of High Treafon, Committed, and the next 
Day found Murder'd in his Bed. 

And now none is fo much in Favour as 
the new Marquefs of Suffolk, who brought 
the Queen into England, and is now made 
Duke of Suffolk. 

About this time, Henry Besnfort, the 
Rich Cardinal, Bifhpp ofWlucbeJUr, makes 
his Exit, and is fuccecdcd by a for more de- 
ferring Prelate, Wi1UwmrtW*injUct*{o calFd 
from die place of his Birth, for his Name 
was Pattern, and defcended from a Worthy 
Family. 

Now began the Civil Wars betwixt the 
two Houfcs of Turk and Lane after, which 
occafion'd above twelve Field-Battles in 
this and the next Reign. But the Houfe 
of Tork ("after fome long ft ru filing for the 
Crown) did carry it at lift. The firft that 
rais'd this Quarrel was Richard Duke of 
Tork K who claim'd the Crown as his Right, 
by his Mother's fide, defcended from Lionel 
Duke of Clarence, third Son of Edward I. and 
Elder Brother of John Duke of Lane after. 

TH E French taking the advantage of 
thefe Diftraftions, recover'd their 
Liberty, regain'd all Normandy and Aauitain. 
So that King Henry ,in a few Years, had no- 
thing left of his Kingdom in France, but 
Calais in Picardy, (which the Entlijh loft in 
Queen Mary's time,) and fome few neigh- 
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bouring Places : Nor could the Engl i (I ei 
afterwards gee footing again in France. 

Thelofs of Normandy is imputed to t 
Duke of Suffolk's furrendering Aujou ai 
Uaytn, who is likewife accus d for havii 
a hand in the Duke of Gloucefters Death, ai 
for being a wader of the King's Reveni 
tnd a betrayer of the Kingdom : For whic 
and many other Accufations laid agair 
him, by the Houfe of Commons, he w 
committed to the Tower, and aftcrwar 
Beheaded 

After thisv the Bifhop of Salisbury w 
Murder'^, *nd the Lord Say, Lord Tre 
farer rfEngtand, and his Son-in-Law, wi 
fome others, were kill'd by the Mftb, wh 
to carry on the Duke of York'$ Caufe s rais 
a Rebellion, under their Ring-leader, J* 
Cade, who falfely nam'd himfelf John M 
timer. Right Heir to the Crown • But tl 
King's Forces Toon difpers'd them, and kill 
their Ring-leader. 

JO HN Lord 7W*o*,the firft Earl of Shrtt 
bury of that Family, after 34 Years St 
vice in the Wars beyond Sea, in endeavon 
ing* to regain Gafcoign, loft his Life in 1 
Engagement, together with his Son, d 
Vilcount LiJIe. 

The Queen was delivered of a S01 
Named Edward. 

Richard, Duke of Tork, with the Elds 
March, Salisbury, and Warwick, and mil 
others of the Duke of Tork\ Confederate 
are attainted of Treafbn. Afterwards in 
Fight between them, and the King* (where

the King's Army was routed, himfelf taken 
Prifoner, Duke of Buckingham, and Lord 
Sales kill'd. , Upon this the Duke of Turk 
endeavours to Ufurp the Crown, as his un* 
doubted Right, and its ena&ed by Parlia- 
ment, That nc (faould be proclaim'd Heir 
2 parent to the Crown r and King Henry 
ould have the Title during Life. 

Richard Plantaginet, Duke of Turk, being 
thus crown'd with Succefs, encounters the 
Queen's Army, near Wakefield, in Torkjbire, 
in which he was kill'd , and his Army 
routed. 

Edward Plantaginet, Earl of March, hear- 
ing of his Father's Death, took upon him 
the Title of Duke of TVi, and in a Battle, at 
Mortimer s-Crofi, near Ludlow, overthrew the 
Earls of Pembroke, Ormond* and Wiltshire* 
and Beheaded Owen Tudor, the King's Father- 
in-Law. And in another Battle, at Tow, and 
Saxon-Field, in Torkjbire, with the Queen, 
he kill'd the Earls of Northumberland, and 
Wtfimoreland , the Lords, Dacret , WeUs , 
Clifford, Beaumont, tn&Grey. This* was the 
bloodied Battle that ever England knew; for 
there were kill'd that Day 36776 Men. 
Upon this the Xing and Qbeen fled into 
Scotland, delivered up Berwick to the Scots, 
and left the Kingdom to the Young Duke 
of T§rk, who marches up to London, and is 
there Crown'd King of England, by the 
Name of Edward IV. on the fourth Day of 
March, 1460.

Subje&s* 

King Edward hiving juft caufe to believe 
that the Earl of Warwick, his AmbaiTador, 
had made the French his Enemies, endea- 
vours to make the Spaniards his Friends 
and accordingly fends Jehn, King of Ana* 
gin, a Prefent of a Score of Cotfweld Ewesi 
and $ Rams ; a fmall Prefent in fhow, bat 
Great in the Event, for it furniQTd Spain 

with our Wooll. 

After 
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AFrer feveral Cornells for the Crown, 
King Henry (after he had been nine 
Years a Prifoner in the Tower; is rcftorcd 
Co his Throne. 

A Parliament was held at Wefiminfer^ 
where King Edward, and til his Confede- 
rates are attainted of High Treafon, and 
their Efiates feiz'd to the me of King Henry. 

KING Edward, endeavouring to re- 
obtain the Crown, encounters King 
Henry in a bloody Battle, upon Qladmurt 
Heath, near Barnet. On King Edwara*$ fide 
were kill'd the Lords, Crmwett% Bourchier, 
Lord Barnes, and Sir JehnUfiu On the 
other fide, the Earl of PVarwick, and his 
Brother, John Nevil, Marquefs Montacute, and 
King Henry taken Prifoner a fecond time. 
On both fides were (lain 10000 Men. 

King Henrfs Queen, in a Battle Vith 
King Edward, was taken Prifoner, 3000 on 
her fide kill'd, and her Son Edward kill'd • 
and foon after King Hlmyhimfelf was mur- 
dered, by the Hand of the Crook-Back'd. 
Duke of Gloucefter. 

KING Edward created his Eldeff Son, 
Edward, Prince of HTales, Duke of 
Comwal, and Earl of Cbefier. 

Richard Duke of GUnctfer rid himfelf of 
his Elder Brother, the Duke of Cla- 
rence, thereby to advance him/elf one ftep 
nearer to the Crown.

Aclaft the Duke of Buctingha 
infinuate into the Lord Mayor of £ 
that the Crown ought to be offei 
Richard ; and his Propofal being app 
by the Acclamations of a few Villai 
on for that purpofe, it was divulg'c 
the People had confer'd the Crown 
Richard* 
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^RICHARD III. 

"Q Icbsrd, Duke of Gloncefter, (the ftg/Z/b 
IV Nrr« , Brother of Edward IV. and 
Uncle to Edward V.) was proclaimed King 
of England. 

He married the Lady >taw, Youngeft 
Daughter of the Great Earl of Warwick, and 
Relia of Prince Edward, Son of Henry VI* 
whom fome time after ('tis fuppos'd) he 
Poifoned , in order to marry Princefs Eliza* 
hth his Niece. 

King Richard IV. and his Confort, were 
Crown d. King Richard, to fecure the Go- 
vernment to himfeif, caufes his a Nephews, 
the Innocent King Edward V. and his Bro- 
ther, the Duke of Tork, to be miferably 
murdered. 

There was at thi* time, at the French 
Court, Henry Earl of Richmond, of the Houfe 
of Lancafter, to whom the Crown was pro- 
posed, with this Provifo, That he fhould 
marry Elizabeth, Eldeit Daughter of King 
Edward IV. whereby the two Houfes, of 
Tork and Lancafter, fhould be united into 
one. Upon this, the Earl makes hade into 
England, and being (till Reinforc'd as he ad- 
vanced, he at laft encounters King Richard, 
at Bofmrtb, in Leicefterfltire ; in which Battle 
King Richard was killed, and the Crown 
conferred upon the Earl. 

And thus was an end put to the Wars 
between the Houfes of Tork and Lancafter, 
which. began upon the Intrusion of King

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A War.belng commenced between France 
and Britagn, King Jfrwrjr by the Advice of 
his Parliament, lends over the Lord JfW.

{lain, and the Ld. WetdniU himfelf, and tfooo 
Britagn % m After this the Dutchy of Britagn 
was annex'd to the Crown of Frjw*. 

16. 1 TTAppen'd a/ftranqe Difeafc in England* 
TT| n calPd the Sweating-Sicknefs, which 
raged fo vehemently, that in a fliort time, 
it kill'd many Thoufands of People ; but 
it lafted not above a Month. 

In this Reign there arofe two Importers, 
one after another, both laying Claim to 
the Crown. The firft's Name was Lambert 
Simnel, a Baker's Son; and the others was 
Firkin Warbcck of Flemifli Extra&ion. Each 
pretended to be Richard Duke of T$rk, Ed- 
ward the V's Brother, thus rais'd from the 
Dead, to give Life to theirlmpofture* But 
they were quickly fupprefs'd. For Lambert, 
after he had been Crown'd King in Dublin, 
had the Honour to be King Henry % Turn- 
Spit. And ?erkin $ after the Honour's done 
in the Courts of France, and Scotland, as a 
Prince forfooth of the Royal Blood, was 
at laft Hang'd at Tyburn* 

Edward Plant agin tt Earl of Warwick 
(Nephew of Edward IV. and Richard III.) 
after a long imprifonmenr, only becaute he 
was of the Houfe of T$rk 9 now loft his 
Head, for attempting to make his efcape. 

This King Henry, to Balance the Power 
of the Lords, found a way to raife that of 
the Commons, which ever fince has carried 
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betwixt them: Which Match afi 
prov'd the Caufc of great Alteratit 
King Henry Died. He was reck< 
of the Wifeft of his Age.

HE I R to both the Honfcs of 
Lsncsjler, and the only Son 
of King Henry VII. by unqueftional 
fucceeded to the Crown, at 18 Year 
and prov'd a Piiflce of great Vir 
Vices. 

King Henry obtain'd the Additio 
of King of Irelsnd, by conlene of 
liament «f that Kingdom: Th< 
Kings of England, having only be 
Lords of it. 

Q|IR Richtrd Empf$n Rnigbt, *TH 
iTj Dudley, one of the Barons oi 
chequers the Encouragers of hi, 
Extortion, were executed. 

In Three Years time, King Henry 
the Treafure, which his Father 
the fulled in Chriftendom, 18000c 

UPon the Perfwafions of Pop 
and Ferdinand thtC*tb$lick,K 
enter'd into a Confederacy with 
gainft France, which Confederacy 
tended to be made for the defen 
Holy See. 
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13. I TT^ING JFntrjr invades France in Pcrfon, 
JV. rakes Termin and ftgni*;, it the Siege 
of which, the Emperor Maximilian ferv'd 
under the King's Pay. At which Siege 
likewife, was fought that Famous Battle, 
call ti the Battle of Spurs, becaufe the Englijh 
put fome of the braveft of the French Troops 
to Flight, and made them make great ufe 
of their Spurs. 

During K. Henry's abfenct, the Sots In- 
vade England, but were utterly Routed at 
the Battle of Flodden-Field. On the Scots Side 
were kill'd their King, JameslV. 3 BiflioM, 
a Abbots, 12 Earls, 17 Lords, 8000 Knights 
and Gentlemen, and as many Prifoncrs. On 
the Englijh Side, but 1000 kill'd. 
\jT I N G Henry, perceiving that his Fa- 
JV. ther in Law Ferdinand did only im- 
pose upon him, and did not fend timely 
Succours to him, concluded a Peace with 
France, and Marries his Sifter Mary to King 
Lewis XII. 

CHarles V. Emperor, and Francis I. King 
of France, making War agaxnft one 
another, ftrovc which fiiou'J ftrike Alli- 
ance with King Henry. The Emperor car- 
ried it at firft, who came twice over in 
rerfon into England. But Cardinal Woelfey, 
aiming at the Papal Chair, and finding that 
the Emperor thwarted him in his Defign, got 
K Henry over at laft to the French Intereft.

Now Cardinal Woolfey came in Play, an< 
was made one of K. Henrys Chief Minifter 
I of State ; firft made Bp.of Tournay ift Flanderi 
then of Lincoln, afterwards of Tork, after tha 
of Durham, then Winchefter* Betides allthi 
King Henry gave him the difpofal of all tb 
Ecclefiaftical Preferments in England. 

During this whole Reign, the Dukes 
Norfolk, Father and Son, were Treafuren 
But he that was the longed fharer in Kin] 
Henrfs Favour, was Charles Brandon, wh< 
from the Degree of a Private Gentleman 
was advane'd to the Higheft Honours. 

The Immunity of Church-Men , fb 
Crimes committed by them, till they wer 
firft degraded by the Spirituality, occafiori 
the only Conteft that was in the beginning 
of this Reign, between the Secular an 
Ecclefiaftical Courts. Which being deter 
min'd in favour of the Clergy, did ver 
much difpofe the Laity, to all that was don 
afterwards, for pulling down rjhe Ecclcfi 
aftical Tyranny. 

King Henry is much addided to the Pi 
pacy, and made the defence of the Pope 
dom, an Article in his Leagues with othef 
Princes And Pope Julius having call'd \ 
General Council to tht Later an, King Hera\ 
fentTwo Bifhaps, a Prior, and an Abbot 
torcprefent the Church of England, there 
by to give the greater Authority to a pack'd 

1 .__ M 
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Meeting of Italian Bifhops and Abbots, 
who aflum'd to themfdves the Tide of a 
Holy and Oecumenical Council. 

CArdinal rVoolfey calf d a Convocation, 
in which a great fupply was granted 
to King Henry of Half a Years Rent, of all 
Benefices, payable in 5 Years, for aflifting 
him in his Wars with Franct and Scotland. 

The Cardinal dcfign'd two Noble Foun- 
dations, the one at Oxford, and the other at 
tpjwicb, the Place of his Birth, for the En- 
couragement of Learning : And for that 
End he procured a Bull, for fupprefling fe- 
deral Monafteriesj which being Executed, 
their Lands fell to the King ; and thereupon 
the Cardinal took out Grants of them, and 
endowed his Colleges with them* 

• 

MArtin Luther of Wittenberg in Germany, 
a Friar of the Order of the Hermits, 
taking occafrn from the Pope's publifhing 
Indulgences in Germany, in fo grofs a man- 
ner, that for a little Money, any Man 
might both preferve himfelf, and deliver 
his Friends out of Purgatory, Luther wrot 
againft thefe kind of Merchandizes. This 
caus'd (harp proceedings againft the Lollardt, 
the Followers of Wicklift, between which 
Opinions^ and the Do&rines of the Refor- 
mers, there was great affinity. If any Man 
had fpoken a light Word againft any of the 
Conftitutions of the Church, he was fciz'd 
on by the Bifiiop's Officers; and if any 
taught theirChildren the Lord's Prayer, the 
Ten Commandments, and the Apoftlcs 
Creed in the Vulgar Tongue, that was

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Crime enough to bring them to the Stake 
is it did 5 Men and i Woman, in tf 
Paflion-Week at Coventry, 1519. Durin 
King Henry's Reign, 8 1 lufier'd the Flame 
for the Profeflion of their Faith. And bi 
fore Luther's time^ feveral Perfons did tl 
like. For in King Henry IV's time, 3 fu 
fer'd : In King Henry V's time, about 41 
befides feveral others grievoufly Perfecutec 
8 in K.Henry VFstime, and about 100 whit. 
and perfecuted. 1 in K. Edward IV*s time 
And about 9 in King Henry VII's time. 

The Articles obje&ed to 'em, were, Tha 
hey believ'd that in the Eucharift there wa 
nothing but Material Bread— — That theSi 
:raments of Baptifm, Confirmation, Cor 
feffion, Matrimony, and cxtream Unftioi 
were neither neccftary nor profitable — •— •

King Henry, to gee a lading Intereft wit 
r .he Clergy, wrot a Book again ft Luther, ii 
defence of the 7 Sacraments ; For whicl 
the Pope gave him the Title of Defender # 
the FAITH. 

But all wou'd not do, for thefe Opinion! 
dill gain'd ftronger Footing; To whicl 
mUi*m Ttndah Tran flat ion of the New 
Teftamenc into En&HJh> did not a little coi* 
tribute. 
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KI N G Jfang VIII. ( King Henry VII<s 
Younger Son) being 1 8 Years of Age, 
Married, the Infsnts, and had by her two 
Sons, who Died foon after they were Born, 
and a Daughter Msry that Hv'd to Reign 
after him. But King Henry, the fame Day 
in which he came of Age, did -by his Fa- 
ther's Orders, make a Proteftation that he 
retrafted and annul I'd his Marriage. For 
it is thought, his Father might be appre- 
henfive of fuch a return of Confulion, upon 
a controverted Succeflion to the Crown, as 
had been during the Wars of the Houfcs 
T$rk and Lancsfter. 

CArdmal Wlnlfey obtain'd Licenfe of|i 
the Pope, to fupprefs certain fmall

KING Htnry has fome Scruples con- 
cerning his Marriage, and applies to 
the Pope for a Divorce. 

TH E Pope fends his Legates into 
England with a Decretal Bull, and 
promis'd to confirm the Sentence that 
flumld be given by them. 

A Parliament was call'd, and the King's

Now the infolent Favourite, Cardinal 
WMfey, began to be in Difgrace. The Great 
Seal wat taken from him and given to Sii 
The. More, and IVoolfey was fued in aPraemu- 
nire, for having held the Legatine Courts 
by a Foreign Authority, contrary to the 
Laws of England. Yet the King received 
him again into his Prote&ion, and reftor'd 
to him the Temporalities of the Sees ol 
Tffrk and Winchefier , and above 6000/. ir 
Plate, <jr*. that had been feizedon to th< 
I King's Ufe. And he was fent on an Expe 
dition into Torkjhire, but the King hearinj 
that he was pra&ifing with the Pope , ant 
the Emperor, fent the Earl of Nortkumber 
land to arreft him of High Treafon, am 
bring him up to London. On the way h 
fickned and died. 

And now Doftor Cranmer (Fellow 
Jefus College in Cambridge) begins to be ii 
Favour, wno puts the King upon a net 
Method, viz. to engage the chief Univer 
ficies and Divines of Europe, to ei amine th 
lawfulncfs of his Marriage. The Univerfir 
of Oxford, in a Convocation of 33 Dofton 
and Batchelors, gave their Opinions of th 
Unlawfulnefs of the King's Marriage ; ( 
did Cambridge, in a Convocation of M 
Whole Houfes of Religious Orders in ltd) 
and even the Univerfity of Bottom a (tho'th 
Pope's Town,) declared againft the King 1 
Marriage, and the Pope's Power of difpen 
fing with it. The Univerfity of Padua, it 

tei 
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termin'd the Tame, as alfo that of FerrMr*. 
An Hundred feveral Books and Papers, with 
many Subscriptions, were fenc over to £*£- 
Umt, all condemning the King's Marriage- 
At Psris, the Sorbon declared againft it. 
And at Orlesnce, Anglers, and Th§Unfe l they 
determin'd to the fame purpofe* 

THE King's Caufe being thus Forti- 
fied, many of the Nobility write to 
the Pope. Hcpromifes a fpeedy Decifion 
in the matter. 
King Henry publiflies a Proclamation a* 

I" gainft any that fhould purchafe, or publifh 
any Bull from Rome, contrary to his Autho- 
rity. And after that, publifhes the Reafons 
and Authorities of Fathers, and Modern. 
Writers} againft his Marriage. 

ASeffion of Parliament. All the Clergy 
of England are fucd, as in the Cafe of 
a Praemunire, for having acknowleged a Fo- 
reignjurifdiftion, and taken out Bulls, and 
had Suits in the Legatine Court* But upon 
Submiffion, and offering the King feveral 
Subfidies, they were all pardoned ; as were 
likewifc his Temporal Subje&s, that had 
been in the fame Scrape.

The Pope, in a Confiftory, gav< 
Sentence, and declared King Her 
riage with Queen Catharine good, 
quired him to live with her as J 
otherwife they would proceed to < 
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3o.l DoBkor Crammer was confecrated Arch- 
iBifliop of Canterbury. Before he took the 
Oath to the Pope, he made a Proteftarion, 
that he cohceiv d himfelf not bound up by 
it in any thing that was contrary to his 
Duty to GOD, his King, or his Country* 
He was a good Canonift, and wife States- 
Man. 

Arch-Biihop Cranmer gave the final Sen- 
tence in Convocation, and declared the 
King's Marriage with Queen Catharine, the 
Infanta of Spain, to be Null. And fome 
Days after, gave another Judgment, con- 
firming the King's Marriage with Queen 
Anne. 

Anne BuUeyn was Crown'd Queen. 

The Queen brought-forth a Daughter, 
the Renown'd Queen Elizabeth, to whom 
the King gave the Title of Princefs %f Wales. 

The Parliament pafs'd an Aft againft the 
Pope's Supremacy , concluding, That the 
Pope had no Power here in England, and 
that the King had an entire Dominion over 
all his Subje&s, which did extend even to 
the regulating Ecclefiaftical matters. 

After this they pafs'd another Aft, fetling 
the Succeflion of the Crown (upon the 
King's, or his Right Heirs for ever) ; con- 
firming the Sentence of Divorce, and the 
King's Marriage with Queen Anne. 

Another Act regulating the Proceedings 
againft Hereticks % That none were to be 
committed for Herefy, but upon a Prefer- 
ment made by two Witnefles ; and that 
they were to be brought to their Trials in 
open Court, &c 

At 
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Monks were fhut up in the Cells, of whom 
nine died there, and the tenth tras hang'd. 
Bifhop Fijher and Sit Thorns s More loft their 
Heads upon the fame fctire. 

The General Vifitation of the Monafte* 
ries began , Cromwell being made Viiltor, 
and the King's Vice-gercnt in Ecclefiaftical 
Matters. 

The Montfteries of t Langden,F$lkefto* f and 
Dover, in Kent, furrendered to the King. 
And the next Year four more follow'd their 
Example. 

Died Queen Catharine, in the fiftieth 
Year of her Age. 

Parliament met after, a Prorogation of 14 
Months. By an Ad, all the Idler Moftafle- 
riesj that were under 200/. a Year, were 
fupprefs'd, which were in all 370. 

By another Aft, a new Court was ere&ed, 
with the Title of The Court of the jfugme* 
tat ions of the Kings Revenue, confiding of I 
Chancellor, a Treafurer, 10 Auditors, 17 
Receivers, befides other Officers. 

Proclamation was made againft all Ui 
lawful Games ; and Commiflioners award 
into every Shire, for the execution of tl 
fame $ fo that in all places Tables, Dice/ 
Cards, and Bowls were taken and bu 
And this Parliament, after fix Years con 
tinuance, was now diflblved. 

A Convocation fate at this time, in which 
a motion was made for Tranflating the Bi- 
ble into Englijh, and the King complying 
with that Motion, gave order for letting 
about this with all pofEble haft ; and with- 
in three Years the Impreffion of it wall 
/ifaiflTd. __ QmA 
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Queen Anm wis tried before the Duke of 
Norfolk, as High-Steward, and a Court of 
27 Peers, and prov'd guilty of Adultery, 
and Toon after executed. 

The Day after Anne Bulleyns Death, the 
King married Jmie Seymur, who gained 
more upon him than all his Wives ever did. 

Lady M*ry fubmits to the King . and

ccfting two new Sees, the one at Durham, 
and the other at Ntwajlle -. But the King's 
Death pat a flop to this Affair. 

Bilhop Tanfitl wis deprived, as H'.ithinA 
Day were, by ■ Court of Lay- Delegates, 
upon the Informations that hid been 
brought againfl him of Mifprifion of Trea- 
son, and was kept in the'Tower till Queen 
" "«ry fet him it Liberty. 

The Parliament was diflolved. 

After this, Vilitors were again fentto 
examine what Plate was in every Church, 
and to leave them one or two Chalices of 
Silver, with Linnen for the Communion- 
Table, and for Surplices; and to bring in 
all other things of Value to the Trealuret 
of the King's Houfhold, and to fell the reft, 
ami give it to the Poor. 

Skif, Bifhop of Hertford, Dying, Harlty 
fucceeded dim, and was the lad that was 
promoted by the King's Letters Patents, 
as Barlow was the firft. being remov'd by 
them from St. David's to Bulb and fVtBt. 
The Bifhops Courts were ordered to be held 
in the King's Name ; but this was repeal'd 
bj Queen Mary: And when Queen Eliza- 
teth came to the Crown, fhe revived the 
Statute made in ijth Ban VIII. by which 
Bifhops were authoriz'd to bold their Courts 
as they had done formerly. 

A new and fuller Catechifm was this 
Year Compos'd, by Bilhop Puinet, and was 
publith'd with the King's Approbation.

Bp.Cranmer ,Ld Guilford Dudley % tnd his Wife 
the Lady Jane, and two of his Brothers, 
were tried and found guilty of Treafon. 

The Queen fends Letters to the Pope, 
and afliires him of her firm Refolution of 
uniting England to the Apoftolical See. 

The Emperor propofes a Match te her, 
with his Son, the Prince of Spain, in order 
to unite England to the Spanijb Monarchy, 

I and fo mine the French Kingdom. The Par- 
liament oppofes rheMarch, and is diflblv'd. 
With the Parliament a Convocation met, 
and difputcd about the Sacrament. Six of 
the Reformed Divines (viz.

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IN the beginning of this Year, t great Am* 
baffy came from the Emperor, to agree 
the Conditions of the Marriage between 
his Son and the Queen. His Name wis to 
be in all Writs, and his Image on the Coin, 
and Seals ; but the Government ' was to be 
entirely in the Qaeen. It was agreed like- 
wife; that the Prince (houtd have no Oiare 
in the Government after her Death. That 
(he fhould have of Joynrare 40000/. out'of 
Spain, and 20000/. our of the Netherlands. 

But the Severities of the Spamjb Govern- 
ment difguftedche &*£bjb t and alufed fome 
to Rebel. Sir Peter Csrtw raffed a* Rebellion 
in Cemwal, our the Dtfign was Toon difc 
covered, and lie forced to fly into frsncer 
. Another Rebellion raifed in Kent, by Sir 
The. Wy*t, who, under pretence of prefcrv- 
ing the Nation from Foreign Slavery, had 
gathered together 4000 Men, but coming 
to Uuden they dcfcrted him, and he was 
taken. After this followed the Execution 
of the Lady Jane Grey, and her .Husband, 
after fix Months preparation for Death. Her 
Fatheraras Toon am tried by his Pcers,jmd 
condemned and executed: So was Wy*t, 
arid 58 more. ' Six Hundred of the Rabble 
were appointed to come with Ropes about 
their Netfcs» and bes the Queen's Pardon, 
which wis granted rbem^ - 

There was at tru> time a Difcoveryin 
Unden of the Impoftor of the Spirit in the 
Wall, who. by the bel* of a Whiftle, uttered 
feveral things relating to Raliaioc^ w4\Va. 
KiatiV through a JSo^ifivm WiJL V.^wyX 
' &to be EAu^&r^, %^ 
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her Complice, who were both made to dc 
Penance .for it publickly at St. Baufs. 

Injunctions were now given to th< 
Biihops, to execute fuch Ecclcfiaftical Law: 
as had been in force in King Henry's time : 
That in their Courts they fhould proceec 
in their own Names : That the Oath of Su- 
premacy fhould be no more exa&ed : Thai 
they fliould turn out Heretidcs, and Mar- 
ried Clergy-Men. The. Ordination in King 
Bdwsrfs time, was declared to be not Va- 
lid. 

Seven of the Reformed Biihops were 
turn'd out of their Bifho pricks, viz. the 
Arch-Bifhop of Tort , the Biihops of St 
Dtvifsy Chefter, and Brifto/ 9 for heing Mar* 
tied ; and the Biihops of Lincoln , Ghueefter 
and Hertford , for having done things (aj 
was pretended) contrary to the praftice ol 
the Univerfal Church.

Ac his coming to Wm, he projeur'd. the 
Pardoa of many Prifoners, * aatd amoagft 
others of BmgsU Arch-Bt&op ef T#ri, who; 
was fuppos'd to have Ahang'cr his; Religion. 
He alio frterposfe ear preserving Lady 
Elizabeth, and the Earl of .thvvijbire. His

Judge Haiti, in his Circuit into 
Kit/:, required the J.uftieej to fee to the 
Execution of King Edward's Laws: Fur 
which he was committed, and removed 
from Prifon to Prifon, and threatned fo, 
that he attempted to cut his own Throat, 
and at laft drowned himfelf. Montague was 
Imprifoned, and feverely Fined , becaufe 
he was for the Reformation.

An vaiifual Honour was done to R*ta 
Earl of 5i#*» he had Licence granted hi 
nnder the Great Seal, to cover his Head 
the Queen's Prefence.

Carafa chofen Pope, and calPd Paul IV.

The Court was in Expectation* of the 
Queen's Delivery. The Tydings of it Fled 
over all England, and Te Dettm was Sung 
upon it in feveral Cathedrals. But it prov'd

He was fo much con- 
sidered, that Heath Arch-Biihop ofTork, and 
Day Biihop of Chicbtfiir^ Wtfion Prolocutor, 
and Harpsfitld Arch-Deacon <& CwutUt^ 
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with the King's Confeflbr, and Alphonfus 
Gaftro,vrcnt to fee if they cdu'd prevail witl 
him to recant : But all to no purpofe.

George Catmer and 4 others were Burnt at 
Canterbury, Robert Clover Gentleman, and 
Cornelius Bangey at Coventry, William A/kz 
at Walfingham, Robert Coo at Terford, Thomas 
Cob in Tbetford, Thomas Hey wood and ?o/;a 
Garraway at Lichfield, 

William Woley and Robert Pigot were Burnt 
at £/?.

Biifaop Ridley and Latimer were »both 
Burnt before Baliol College, in- Oxfird, for 
denying the Pope's Authority.

In Germany, a Diet was held, in which 
it was left free to all the Temporal Princes, 
to fet up what Religion they pleas'd ; but 
a refhaint was put on the Ecdcfiaftical 
Princes. 

CHarlesV. refign'd the Whole Empire 
ro Live a retired Life. He had En- 
joyed his Hereditary Dominions 40 Years, 
and the Empire 36. He had endur'd great 
Fatigues, made 9 Journies in Germany, 6 into 
Spain, 7 into Italy, 4 through France : was 
io times in the Netherlands^ twice in Africk, 
and twice in England, and had crofs'd the 
Seas 1 1 times. He had unuftial Succefs in 
his Wars, he had taken a Pope, a King of 
France, and fome German Princes Prifoners : 
And had a vaft acceflion of Wealth, and 
Empire from the Wefi-lndies. He Died on 
the a 1 ft of September. 1558. 

Arch-Bifhop Cranmer, after a long inv* 
prifonment, was brought to the Stake and 
Burnt. When he was under fenteuce of 
Condemnation, he had hopes given him of 
Life and Preferment! which made him Re- 
cant.

A Horrid Murder of one Argot and his 
Son, was committed by the Lord Stourton 
and fome of his Servants : Who after they 
had knock'd them down with Clubs and 
Cut their Throats* buried them Fifteen 
Foot under Ground. This Lord, though 
a zealous Papift, yet cou'd not obtain a Par- 
don of the Queen, but he and his Servants 
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were hanged at Salisbury, only with this 
difference, that the Lord was Ranged in a 
Silken Halter. 

King Philip comes over into England, and 
prevails with the Queen and Council to 
join with him in a war with Frdnce, fhe 
accordingly fends over fome of her beft 
Forces, who, by their Bravery, chiefly ob- 
tained the Vi&ory near St. Quint in ; for 
which reafon King Philip gave tfye City to 
be plundered by the EngUJb. 

HEnry II. King of France, taking hold 
of this opportunity , befieged the 
City of Calais, under command of the Duke 
of Gnift, which, being not well Garrilbn'd, 
he took in a few Days, after it had been in 
the Hands of the Englijb no Years, and 
obliged all the Inhabitants to quit the City, 
and to leave behind them all their Gold, 
Silver, and Jewels. After this he took the 
two Caftles of Guifnefs and Hawmts, and 
thereby drove the Englijh quite out of France. 
This Lofs caufed great Difcontents in Eng. 
land, and affc&ed the Queen fo deeply, 
that fhe died foon after. 

The Parliament aflembled; where the 
Convocation, to be a good Example to the 
two Houfes, granted a Subfidy of eight 
Shillings in the Pound, to be paid in four 
Years ; and the Lords and Commons Cjflbg 
into consideration the defence of the King- 
dom, agreed to give one Subfidy, a Fif- 
teenth, and a Tenth.

This Year wrrcpublifiVd the Artictel 
of Religion, agreed on by the Arch-BiHioffJ 
and Bilhops of both Provinces , and tfej 
whole Clergy, in thc^ Convocation hole 
at Lvndori, for the avoiding the diverfitiesi 
Opinions,and for the cftablifhing of Confiatl 
touching True Religion. 

A new Tranflation of the Bible. 
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The Parliament af&mbled, and granted 
the Queen one Subfidy, and two Fifteens, 
as an expreffion of their Gratitude for the 
Care file took of the Nation.

And 
Queen Mary her felf outed of her Domi- 
nions, by a Potent Fa£lion, and compel fd 
to fly forihelter into England, where, upon 
a charge of Treafon again ft her, and after a 
tedious Imprifonment , at Fort her inghay* 
Cafih, (lie" was at lad condemned, and be- 
headed in 1587. 

Now was the Peace of the Church di- 
fturb'd, By Paptfts and Puritans: And fe- 
veral Seminaries were Erected in Foreign 
Countries) for inftrufting the Englijh Youth 
in Popifli Principles, fuch as the Pope's Su- 
premacy, and the like ; and out of thefe 
Schools, Emiffaries and Priefts were fait 
into England, to propagate the Roman Catho- 
lick Religion.

One Nicholas Marton a 
Prieft, who war fent by the Pope to pro- 
nounce Queen Elizabeth an Heretick, was 
the great Incendiary: He marchM with 
the Earls of Northumberland and Weftmtr- 
land to Durham , and tore and trampled 
under Feet all the Englijb Bibles and Com- 
cnon-Prayer-Books, in that, and other 
Churches, and then feiz'd on Btrttard-GafiU. 
But thefe Rebels were quickly routed. Sixty 
fix were hanged at Durham, and many at 
Tort, and other Places; the two Earls of 
Westmorland and Northumberland, and fo 
Noblemen more were convi&ed of Treafbn, 
and ProfcribM. 

Another Rebellion broke out at Namorti 
in Cumberland, rais'd by Leonard Dacres, Sou 
of WiUiam Lord D teres of GMeJ!and % to de- 
liver the Queen of Scots out of Cuftody; 
but was foon difpers'd. 

In Ireland likewife the Queen quell'd two 
great Rebellions, one headed by O Nesk t 
and the other by Tir.Oen. 

Murray, the Scotch Regent, is Murder'J* 
And Matthew Earl of Lenox , the King's 
Grandfather, was elefted Regent. 
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Frsnce and Spsin follicit Queen Elixshe 
to deliver up the Queen of &«;/j but a 
in vain. Ac laft the Pope (Pius SLuintn 
having the laft Year Excommunicato 
Queen Eliisketh, now eaufes his JBulI to I 
fut'd upon the Gates of the Bifliop of Lo 
don's Palace. This caufed a Rebellion i 
Norfolk, which was fbon ftop'd : Many we;

cuted: the Principal of which, was Jot 
Throgmorton, and John Felton.

iisttben* Steward, Earl of Lenox 9 and R 
gent of Scotlsnd, being furpriz'd by tl 
Nobility of the adverfe Party, was Mu 
dcred by Bell and Caulder, after he had car 
fully governed the Kingdom-about fourte* 
Months: And was fucceeded in the R 
gency by John Jrefkin, Earl of Msrr, wl 
being a Man of t Mild Temper, and no 
harrafs'd between the different Counfels 
his Friends, and the Infults of his Enemii 
ended his Days with GrieT, after he hi 
governed thirteen Months. 
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TH B Duke of l?orf$lk having been ar- 
raign'd and condemn'd for confult- 
ing about Depofing the Qpeen, and Mar- 
rying the Queen of Scots, and reftoring the 
Popifli Religion in England, was beheaded 
on Tower-Hill.
